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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dufrane et 
al(5,031,538) in view of Taylor et al(3, 29 1,664). 

Dufrane et al discloses a delay element that comprises barium sulfate, silicon, and red 
lead. The binder of sodium carboxymethyl cellulose is not disclosed. 

Taylor et al discloses the use of up to 5 % sodium carboxymethyl cellulose with a delay 
composition. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the binder as taught by Taylor with the delay composition of Dufrane 
since Taylor suggests that the binder is useful in delay compositions. The surface area and 
particle size are inherent properties of the delay composition. It would also be obvious to vary 
the amounts of the ingredients to optimize the performance of the delay composition. It is well- 
settled that optimizing a result effective variable is well within the expected ability of a person of 
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ordinary skill in the subject art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980), In re 
Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 105 USPQ 233 (CCPA 1955). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 2/26/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Apphcant's argument regarding the amount of red lead are not persuasive, 
Applicant has not shown that the claimed invention differs from the invention of Dufrane. No 
amounts are shown in Dufrane so there is no way to determine that this invention differs from 
that which is claimed. 

Conclusion 

4. This is a RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/895,334. All claims are drawn to 
the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier 
application.
